- Kherson region" The Government of the Russian Federation decides: 


1. Approve the attached specifics of application in the territories of 
the Donetsk People's Republic, Luhansk People's Republic, Zaporizhzhia 
region and Kherson region of the provisions of the legislation of the Russian 
Federation in the areas of nuclear power facilities safety. 


2. This decree shall enter into force on the date of its official 
publication.

in the field of nuclear power facilities safety 


1. To regulate in the territories of the Donetsk People's Republic, 
Luhansk People's Republic, Zaporizhzhia region and Kherson region the 
relations in the field of nuclear power facilities safety, along with federal 
laws and other normative legal acts of the Russian Federation until June 1, 
2023, the laws and other normative legal acts that were in force in the 
territories of the Donetsk People's Republic, Luhansk People's Republic, 
Zaporizhzhia region and Kherson region as of September 30, 2022, shall 
apply. 

These laws and other normative legal acts shall be applied insofar as 
they do not contradict the normative legal acts of the Russian Federation in 
the field of nuclear power facility safety, except for the cases specified 
herein. 


2. In the event that the laws and other regulatory legal acts of the 
Donetsk People's Republic, Luhansk People's Republic, Zaporizhzhia region 
and Kherson region as of September 30, 2022 regulate relations in the field 
of security of nuclear energy facilities, until July 6, 2023: 


(a) Authorized executive bodies of the Donetsk People's Republic, 
Luhansk People's Republic, Zaporizhzhia 


The permits (approvals) stipulated by the legislation of the Russian 
Federation in the field of safety of nuclear power facilities may be issued by 
the regional and Kherson Oblast authorities (hereinafter referred to as the 
authorized bodies); 


b) attestation in the field of safety of nuclear power facilities, 
attestation of experts in the field of safety of nuclear power facilities shall be 
conducted by commissions formed by the authorized bodies; 


c) authorized bodies may maintain registers of conclusions of safety 
expert reviews of nuclear power facilities and registers of safety declarations 
of nuclear power facilities; 


d) technical investigation of the causes of accidents at nuclear power 
facilities 1s carried out by commissions headed by representatives of the 
authorized bodies. 


3. Experts in the field of industrial safety certified in accordance 
with the procedure stipulated in subparagraph "b" of paragraph 2 hereof shall 
be entitled to conduct expert reviews of nuclear power facilities only with 
regard to facilities located in the territories of the Donetsk People's Republic, 
Luhansk People's Republic, Zaporozhye Region and Kherson Region. 


4. Information about nuclear power facilities located in the territories 
of the Donetsk People's Republic, Luhansk People's Republic, Zaporizhzhia 
region and Kherson region and commissioned before June 6, 2023 can be 
submitted for their registration in the state register of hazardous production 
facilities until March 1, 2024. 


5. Until March 1, 2024 attestation commissions of organizations 
registered in the territories of the Donetsk People's Republic, Luhansk 
People's Republic, Zaporozhye region and Kherson region, have the right to 
conduct attestation in the field of industrial safety, nuclear power facilities 
without using the Unified testing portal in the field of industrial safety, 
security of hydraulic structures, electric power industry security. 


6. With regard to nuclear power facilities located in the territories of 
the Donetsk People's Republic, Luhansk People's Republic, Zaporizhzhia 
Region, and Kherson Region: 


(a) Until September 1, 2024, the provisions of Article 26.1 of the 
Federal Law "On the Use of Atomic Energy" shall not apply; 


b) until September 1, 2024, the provisions do not apply: 


the first, third, and fifth paragraphs of the first part of Article 35, Art. 
45 u Articles 48 Federal Law "On the Use of Atomic 
Energy"; 


7. Until March 1, 2024 information about nuclear power facilities 
located in the territories of the Donetsk People's Republic, Lugansk People's 
Republic, Zaporozhye region and Kherson region and commissioned before 
June 1, 2023 can be submitted for their inclusion in Rosatomregister without 
submission of safety declaration of nuclear power facility. 


8. Declaration of safety of a nuclear facility located in the territory of 
the Donetsk People's Republic or the Lugansk People's Republic or the 
Zaporozhye Region or the Kherson Region, commissioned before June 6, 
2023, may be developed and submitted to the authorized federal executive 
authority before September 1, 2026. 


9. Until January 1, 2028, technical investigation of accidents at 
hazardous industrial facilities and accidents at nuclear power facilities that 
occurred as a result of military actions, sabotage and terrorist acts is not 
conducted.
